Near Altoona This Morning. 


Laborers Fought to Enter While Others Struggled 


To Get [Out of the House. 


In a Short Time the Tinder Box House Was in Ruins—Fifteen Badly 


jured=-Wives and Relatives of the Dead Laborers Are 


Nearly all in Far off Italy.

Altoona, Pa., Nov. 21.—Thirty-five 


Italian laborers were burned to death 
in their shanty, one mile west of Lil- 
ley, 18 miles west of Altoona, this 
morning. 
Fifteen Italians were seri- 


ously, some-fatally btirned and are now 
IB the hospital.* 


The men were employed by McGinn 


smd Sims, railroad contractors, atfd 
were employed on the big Pennsyl- 
vania railroad improvements in and 
around Lilley. For their employes Mc- 
Ginn and"'Sims had built several Ions, 
one-story frame buildings. From one 
hundred to two hundred laborers were 
housed in each of them. Tiers of bunks 
were constructed alotg the walls for 
the men to sleep in. 
This morning 


tarly fire broke out in one of the 
buildings, where 150 men were boused. 
It evidently started from an overheat- 
ed stove. 
The flames spread rapidly 


and communicated to the straw ticks 
in the bunks, which were like adding 


coal to a furnace. There being but 
one entrance to the shanty and few 
v-inflows, the men were caught like 
rats in a trap. The alarm of fire was 
n.uickly raised and the Italians near- 
est the dcor hastened outside. 


When che laborers who escaped saw 


the building was doomed they triad to 
get back to secure their 
belongings,

Borrow In Mathematics t 


•"Where did we get the right to bor 


row in mathematics?" asked a man 
who takes an interest 111 curious thiugn. 
"We always pay back— a thing we 
sometimes fail to do in other relation- 
ships in life— but where did we get the 
right to borrow in the first instance? 
Take a simple illustration in subtrac- 
tion: The teacher will tell the pupil to 
subtract 4,322 from C.421. We put the 
problem down after this fashion: 


0,421 
4,022 


2,099 


Eere we have the problem and the re- 
sult. 
We know that we cannot say 


'two from one.' So we borrow one and 
say 'two from eleven,' and we get the 
result 'nine.' 
We pay back.promptly, 


for instead of saying 'two from two 
leaves nothing,' we say 'three from 
twelve leaves nine.' But by what au- 
thority do we say this? When did we 
discover that this method would give 
us correct mathematical resulcs? That's 
what I would like to know. Here we 
have one of the problems which the 
doctrine of evolution may deal with. I 
suppose some old fellow in the long 
ago found that it was necessary to de- 
vise a method of meeting this math- 
ematical emergency, so he hit upon 
the idea of berroiving from one row of 
figures and paying back to the next, 
and so met and conquered a very seri- 
ous difficulty. The idea originated with 
some one, and to that some one we owe 
something. 
Mathematics would be a 


meaningless science without this con- 
venient plan, just as other things would 
be useless but for the clever inventions 
of men who have gone before. There is 
the thing, for instance, which stands 
for nothing, the naught, that round 
symbol 0. It has a history. We know 
how they calculated before it came into 
existence. But I will not tell you about 
it now. I was speaking about the bor- 
rowing habit in mathematics, and that 
is enough to think about at one time. 
Do you know how and-when it origi- 
nated?"—New Orleans Times-Democrat. 


KEYS OF THE BASTILLE. 


rr 2«— "The Quest of Happi- 


ness: Whore Can it i>e Found ?" 


These Historic ttrlics of Old Paris^ 


Owned l>y an American. 


The Keys -which *• locked the great 


gates of the Bastille at the time of its 
fall have been in America for a num- 
ber of years. 
For nearly a century 


they remained, in the possession of the 
family of the Frenchman who took 
them from the famous prison, though, 
they have recently coiue into the pos- 
session of an Englishman living in 
Quebec. 


When the mob stormed .the prison on 


July 14, 17S9, a Parisian. Carrier 
Lechastel, is said to have been the 
first to rush over the drawbridge as it 
Cell. It was he. at any rate, who over- 
took a fleeing jailer aud took the "keys 
from him. The mob immediately stuck 
the keys on the end of a spike, and an 
immense throng paraded with them 
through the streets. They were con- 
sidered one of the most valuable tro 
phies of the revolution. 


Lechastel kept the keys, and -they 


remained In his •family until 1S30. 
when a descendant of the family emi- 
grated to America, taking them with 
him. 
Eventually the keys were sold 


•to John Hamilton of St. Louis, who 
k«>pt them for twenty-five years, ex- 
hibiting them from time to time, when 
they were sold to a Canadian. 


One of the keys was obtained in 


France by General Lafayette and was 
presented by him to George Washing- 
ton a yfear or two before his death. It 
hangs in the mansion at Mount Ver- 
non and has been seen by thousands of 
visitors there. 


The keys at present are very old and 


msty. The largest of them is twelve 
inches long and is quite heavy. The 
smallest is of fine workmanship, the 
socket being shaped like the ace of 
clubs, and is supposed to have belong- 
ed to the treasure rooms. This and an- 
other key measure six inches in length, 
while the other two are about ten 
inches and much heavier.—Washington 
Times.

Marion, O., Nov. 21—A warrant w>as 


issued from the Probate court Friday 
for the anest of Edwin S. Hand, sup- 
erintendent of the Waddell Children's 
Home, on an affidavit charging that 
he was insane and a menace to th'e 
community. 
Shenff Sells, accompan- 


ied by two assistants, arrested Hand 
and placed him in the county jail. 


It is related that Mr. Hand armea 


himself with two revolvers Thursday 
afternoon and stated that there were 
two persons he expected "to put OUT 
of business."' The teachers at the 
Children's Home and the family of the 
unfortunate man were badly frightened 
and steps were taken to have him 
placed under restraint. 


The arrest oi Mr. Hand has '••aused 


a profound sensation, as he was look- 
ed upon as being ore of the foremost 
citizens of the city and county. Mr. 
Hand caine to Marion 
about thre« 


years ago from Newark, where he had 
been superintendent 
of the NewarK 


Home for 10 years. Five years agt» 
Mr. Hand was succeeded as superin- 
tendent of the Newark Home by Mr. 
T. M. Ball and neanv three years ago 
Mr. J C. Kreig took charge of the 
Licking County Home.
